New York, September 8.

New York, September 9. 

The grievances of the merchants of 
California against the discrimioation 
of railroads is attracting much atten- 
tion ia this city, and various are the 
schemes devised to relieve them,’ but 
as yet none had been devised that 
proves acceptable to all concerned 
and especially to the merchants, who, 


above all things, require quick dis- 
patch as well as low rates for trans- 
rtation. Among the latest schemes 
is u line of auxiliary steawers from 
this port to San Francisco with a 
general cargo, thence to Liverpool 
with wheat and return to New York 
with such freight as may be obtained. 
The scheme is to furm a company and 
build two steamers as an experiment, 
having a capacity of 3,000 tons cargo 
exclusive of coal. These vessels to 
have compound engines capable of 
driving the ship eight knots per hour 
and consuming twelve tons of coal 
per day. It is estimated that a steam- 
er can make a trip to San Francisco via 
the Straits of Magellan in net over nive- 
ty days and that the average rate of 
freigi® would be ten dollars per ton. 
Already this scheme has been put be- 
fore a prominent ship builder down 
enst, and he guarantees to build such 
vessels and take at least $100,000 of 
capital steck of the company. The 
idea is finding much favor with east- 
ero parties here} and it is proposed to 
send representatives toSan Francisco at 
an early day to lay the plan before mer- 
chants and ask their assistance, which 
in view of their varied complaints 
against railroads, it is confidently 
expected will be obtained. 


The Star Route Charge. 
CHIO, September 9. 
The Times Washington special says 
that Judge Wylie’s charge was dead 
against the defendant. For two and 


one-half hours IIenkle and Totten 
fought every iach of the way with 
the Judge, seeking to avail themselvet 
of every techicnality that legal acu- 
men could thiak of and acting excep- 
tions, as fast as the Judge refused 
their progress. They took exceptions to 
everything, including a citation from 
the revised statutes, and reading Lord 
Bacon’s letter praying for clemency, 
they excepted to his rulings and still 
wanted his reasons therefor. Also to 
his mention of a deficiency of appro-

* EGYPT’s . TROUBLES. 


An Artillery Duel Between the Con- 
tending Armies—Fine Fun With the 
Guns The Victorious British Retreat 
Three Miles. 


Kassassin, Sept. 9th, 9:30 a. u. 
Firing commenced on both sides at 
7 o'clock this morning and continued 
with great precision until 9 o'clock 
when tne enemy retired. 
Lonp»n, September 9. 
The News bas received the following 
account of to-day’s fight at Kassassin, 
on the north side of the railway. They 
are firiog rapidly and at present the 
Egyytians are slowly retiring. Up to 
this moment no casualties have oc- 
curred, Reinforcements are just com 
ing up from Mishomes. A Krupp gun 
recently captured from Arabi sent a 
shell nearly in front of his train. Our 
infantry is advancing and the enemy 
slowly retreating. 
Kassassix, Sept. 9, 9:20 r. u. 
After 6 o'clock this morning tbe 
Bengal dancers and scouts came in 
with the news that the enemy was ap- 
proaching in great force on the north 
vide of the railway. Our army was 
at unce put in motion and by 7 o'clock 
an artillery duel began with Arabi’s 
troops. All the arms are spread over 
the entire ridge and a mile and a half 
up the line a train has appeared heav- 
ily armed. Close to where I stand 
our forty-pounders and Krupp guns 


are placed, and are shelling the ene- 
my's right. There is a twenty-five- 
pounder a few hundred yards off play- 
ing on the same position. We have 
the enemy’s range exactly. One of 
our shells burst directly over the 
enemy's ranks, The Egyptiau artil- 
lery have got our distance very well 
and their sbells are droppiog steadily 
into our camp. We have horse artil- 
lery extended along he line a half 
mile in length. ;

is Mistaken for a Stage Robber, and 

Barely Saves His Scalp 

H. Z. Osboroe, of the Bodie Free 
Press, went through Reno a day or 
| two ago, on his return from the Oali- 
fornia Republican State Convention, 
to which he was a delegate. He was 
“all broke up,” and seemed to feel as 
if he had lost every friend in the 
world. H. Z., when he is primmed 
up and in good humor, is not a really 
bad-looking man. Jn an uususpicious 
community he would pass for a man 
who desires to conform to the proprie- 
ties of respectable citizenship, and he 
is probably the last man in Bodie to 
be taken for a etage-robber, though 


there was a time when free-and-easy 
foot-pads and others of that sort lived 
pretty close together in that ungodly 
settlement; and yet Osborne was mis- 
taken for a stage-robber by a shot- 
gun messenger, a short time ago, and 
came very near losing the roof of his 
head. He confided the tale of his 
misfortune to a GazETre reporter, re- 
questing that it be kept a profeund 
secret, as the story would upset him 
socially if it leaked out in Bodie. He 
was a passenger on Hector’s Mill Creek 
stage, recently, which Carried a shot- 
gun messenger who had been on a 
protracted debauch, until the fear that 
the stage was to be robbed had seized 
upon him like a mania. Scrutiaizing 
H. Z. closely, he produced a lot ot 
photographs of noted thieves, in one 
of which he seemed to recognize the 
features cf the shivering scribe. Then 
he swung his deadly breech-loader up 
and blazed away at the off leader, ac- 
celersting the speed of the team con- 
siderably and disarranging Osborne's 
nerve's entirely. The messenger now 
worked himself into fury and howled: 
„Come on, you thieving slouches— 
turo her loose! Gimme a chance at ye! 
Hi-yar?” and bang went the gun once 
more. H. Z. was up to his collar-but- 
ton in prayer, while Hector was trying 
to pacify the furious messenger by as- 
suring him that the supposed robber 
was but a poor journalist taking a 
dead-head ride for his health. But it 
was hard to convince him. The pho- 
tograph was too good a picture, and to 
the end of the journey he occasionally 
glared at Osborne and fingered the 
gun nervously, as if itching to fill him 
with buckshot. The messenger was 
promptly fired out of his situation by 
agent of the express company.

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THE MYSTERIOUS RIVER. 


The Difficulty of Finding Bodies That 
Fall Inte It. 


The Truckee river takes a mortal 
hold on whatever falls into its deadly 
embrace. The bodies of persons 
drowned in its waters are hardly ever 
found for months and then they are 
usually stripped of clothing entirely. 
Men have been at work for three days 
looking for the bodies of Mr.Larcombe 
and his little boy without success. 


They go out almost naked two ina 
boat, while people on shore keep hold 
of aline attached to it and drag all 
the heles and search all the bushes. 
The channel is full of rocks and rap- 
ids and in many places the bed is al- 
most bare, and yet no trace can be 
found of either body. Just below the 
ford the men were dragging a hole 
which looked to be only five or six 
feet deep and was a very innocent 
looking pool. The grab hook 
caught on something heavy and a vig- 
orous pull rolled it over, showing it 
to be one of the wheels attached to 
the wagoo. In turning, the wagon 
released the bodies of the horses and 
both of them arose to the top and 
were floated to shore and the harness 
removed. When the men went to 
work there they had no idea of finding 
the team in such a small place.

“ENSILAGE,” 


The New Method of Keeping Green 


Feed fur Cathe in Winter. 

As everybody perhaps does not 
understand the term “silo” and ‘‘en 

s lage, x ders may be interested 
ia an account of the first silo built in 
Sonoma county. It is taken from the 
Petaluma Argus. The silo was started, 
we believe, originally in Vermont and 
Ohio, where the difficulty of keeping 
green feed for cattle during the Win 
ter was entirely overcome by its in- 
troduction. It is a system of com- 
pressing corn and other food for cattle 
so tightly that it contains all its nu- 
tritious quulities, and, in sections 
where the cattle starve on dry hay, 
they fatten on ensilage. The Argus 
says: We have published much 
motter in the past relating to the 
new method of preparing feed in 
the silo, which is called ensilage whea 
ready for use. We are glad to 
state that a practical test is about to 
be made on a liberal scale in this 
vicinity. Isaac R. Jewell, an educat~ 
ed and successful dairyman, is build- 
ing a silo on his farm, about six wiles 
west of Petaluma, which is nearly 
completed. It is built of stone laid 
in cement and lime mortar, in propor- 
tion of one barrel of cement to two of 
lime, and the floor aud walls lined 
with Portland cement. The dimen- 
sions of the silo are 20 feet in width, 
30 feet in length and 20 feet in hight, 
with walls 16 inches thick. Its ca- 
pacity is estimated at 200 tons of 
ensilage. Mr. Jewell will ensilage 
the coro from a 12-acre field, which 
he had sown broadcast for that pur- 
pose. He has urdered his machiuery, 
the “Cycle Eusign Cutter,” from the 
east, and intends to propel it by steam 
power. This is the first silo built in 
Sonoma couaty, and one of the first 
and probably the largest on the coast. 
It is about twice as wide and of the 
same length as the one built in Brit- 
ish Columbia, of which we bave seen 
favorable mention. This matter of 
preserving green feed for stock is of 
much importance to dairymen and 
stock raisers, particularly on the Pa- 
cific coast, where the natural green 
feed dries up in a few months. It is 
no longer an experiment in the old 
States, where silos have been in ope- 
ration for several years, and, if half 
that is told of their excellence is true, 
we may sou expect to see several 
other dairymen follow the example of 
Mr. Jewell.

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Guard Against Fires. 

Since so many towns of the coast 
bave been visited by destructive fires, 
the town trustees of Grass Valley, 
Cal., have decided to ‘employ addi- 
tional watchmen to guard the city at 
night. This is the most dangerous 
season of the year for large fires. It 
would be well for the citizens of Reno 
to exercise unusual precaution at this 
particular time, when everything com- 
bustible is dry and inflammable aud a 
high ‘wind liable to spring up at any 
time. Reno’s experience should warn 
her peuple to avail themselves of all 
possible safeguards.
